when the chjel executive of trie na- 
tion comes here to deliver a Me- 
morial Day address in the Gettys- 
burg National cemetery. 


Scout Executive Ray F. Zar.er. of 


York, today announced the mobili- 
zation of scouts here. 


The occasion for the mobiliza- 


tion came about through the ex- 
pressed wish of the president. 


When scouts from the York-Ad- 


ams area recently visited the white 
house and 
were received by the 


president from whom they received 
life, star and eagle awards Mr. 
Roosevelt expressed the wish that 
he might see the scouts at Gettys- 
burg when he comes here May 30. 


Approve Plan 


The executive committee of the 


York-Adams area was informed of 
the president's'wish and the mobili- 
zation plan was suggested. 
The 


committee immediately approved the 
suggestion and 
instructions 
were 


sent out to all boy scouts in the 
area to prepare for the event. 


There are 1,329 boy scouts in Ad- 


ams and York counties and it is 
believed that practically al! will be 
here for the occasion next May. 
Most of the scouts will be m uni- 
form. 


The scout committee in>charge of 


the. mobilization 
will work in co- 


operation with the local Sons of 
Veterans' comm'.ttee who are in 
charge of the Memorial Day ev'er- 
cises here. 


The president is expected to re- 


view the scouts and to award eagle 
badges to such scouts as qualify for 
this honor up to May 30. 


This is the first time such a mo- 


bilization of scouts has taken place 
in Get'ysburg with the president of 
the United States as a guest.
